Helped Launch First Sleeping Car. 
Andrew Carnegie was born In Scot- 


laud and wits brought to America at 
the age of ten. His parents were so 
poor the.v had to borrow money to come 
over. Tbe lad first got n Job as a shut- 
tle boy, then as a stationary engineer 
and finally as a telegraph, messenger. 
Afterward 
he became an operator, 


caught the fancy of Colonel Tom Scott 
aud was promoted to division super- 
intendent of the Pennsylvania, railroad. 
About this time he helped Jauuch the* 
first sleeping car. out of wblih he made 
a nice stake. 
During the civil war 


Scott was made assistant secretary of 
war. 
nud 
Carnegie was placed In 


charge of certain military railwa>sand 
telegraphs. 


There are persistent whispers that nt 


about this time Andy and his brother 
Tom made considerable money out of 
army contracts and that these were 
placed In their way through the lutlu- 
euce of Colonel Scott. 
When the oil 


excitement started after the war Car- 
negie elcaned cip a million out of tbe 
oil field. He then Ix-gau the maim- 
fai til re of Iron bridges aud from hum* 
hie beginnings became the greatest Iron 
and stii'l( manufacturer In America.
